The  different  colors — yellow,  green,  dark  green, 
and  blue-green — give  a  striking  effect  when  planted  in  masses,  either  when  groups  are  made  up  of  a  single 
kind  or  of  a  number  of  different  kinds.  They  make  an  excellent  background  for  other  shrubs  and  are  of 
great  value  in  foundation  plantings.  For  hedges  they  are  unsurpassed.  In  planting  for  a  hedge,  they  should 
be  given  more  distance  than  other  hedge  plants — 4  to  5  feet  apart  is  not  too  much.  As  plants  for  porches  or 
porch-steps,  they  are  very  satisfactory.
